16.—A dis­ 
tinct improvement in the labor situa­ 
tion was indicated ffer th e : first six 
months of this year as compared with 
the same period of 1919, according to 
statistics furnished recently by the 
Mediation D ivision o f the Departm ent 
of Labor. 
During the first half of 1920 there 
were eighty-six strikes, 10$ threat­ 
ened strikes and controversies which 
had not reached the strike etage, 
three walkouts and ten lockouts re­ 
ported to the department for adjust­ 
ment, as compared with the 266 
strikes, 264 
threatened strikes and 
controversies, 
thirty-two 
lockouts 
show that in a large majority of the 
the corresponding period last year. 
It was observed, however, that the 
department keeps no record of labor 
disputes where its services as media­ 
tor are not requested. The records 
show that in a large majority of the 
cases satisfactory adjustments were 
made by the department's concilators 
during the periods under considera­ 
tion. 
The labor troubles coming to the 
department’s attention during 
this 
year did not compare in number or 
men affected directly or indirectly, 
with those of the first six months of 
1910. Aside from the longshoremen's 
controversy on the Pacific Coast in 
February last, there were no cases 
during the first six mouths of 
comparable 
in magnitude with the 
threatened strike in the waist 
and 
dress industry in New York in Janu­ 
ary, 1919, 
involving directly 35,000 
workers, 
which was adjusted;
